The most preposterous and silly excuse 


yet put forward in an attempt to justify 
Governor Stuue in his usurpation of au- 
thority to veto propo&ed constitutional 
amendments is found in the assertion 
that the Governor has saved the State 
several hnudied thousand dollars which 
would bave been inquired to purchase 
voting machines. Even Judge Weiss, 
frivolous as he was, did not attempt any- 
thing so ludicrous as this. 


In tbe first place, tbe purchase of 


voting machines is notiequired by either 
of tfie proposed amendments ; in the 
second place, if bucii were the facl it 
would be a matter for the people, and 
not Governor Stone, to decide. There 
is a good deal of presumption on the 
part ot tbe organs opposed to any move- 
ment for honest elections that it is easy 
to impose upon and humbug the people. 
Nobody can have auy excuse for ignor- 
ance of tbe fact that if tbe proposed con- 
stitutional 
amendments 
had 
gone 


through their proper course, without ob- 
struction from tbe Governor and other 
enemies of honest elections, tbey could 
not bave been adopted for at least two 
years yet, and when adopted would not 
themselves provide any differenlelection 
methods from those now in existence. 
They are different in that respect from 
the two proposed amendments of 1889, 
one of which proposed to prohibit the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors, aud the other the abolition of 
the poll tax, and the adoption of which 
would have practically cuncluded these 
subjects 


Neither of the amendments now pro- 


posed does anything more than open the 
way for future action of the Legislature. 
Voting machines are not required, nor 
is any particular method demanded. 
They merely make it possible for the 
Legislature to enact an effective Regis- 
tration law and adopt any method of 
voting that shall seem to be the wisest 
and the best calculated to promote 
honest elections. 
Before these amend- 


ments could be submitted to the people 
for their approval or rejection they are 
required to pass the Legislature next 
after the one which originally proposed 
them. If then tbey are adopted by the 
people it would remain for some future 
Legislature to do what it pleased with 
regard to enacting laws which would be 
permitted but not required. 
If, the 


people wanted voting machines three or 
five or seven years hence they would 
elect a Legislature and a Governor to 
provide them; if not, they would be 
careful not to do so. 


Every argument made to excuse the 


conspiracy to defraud the people of the 
right, to amend their own Constitution 
baa been of the most frivolous character 
and an insult to the intelligence of the 
people, who, it seems to be presumed, 
bave not common understanding. Tbe 
conspiracy has apparently met with a 
temporary success, but it is as certain as 
the daylight that the movement for 
honest elections will proceed until it has 
triumphed.—Phila Press, (Hep).

"A History of the German Baptist 


Brethren in Europe and America" is the 
title of a very readable volume of Church 
history recently published. It is from 
the pen of Dr. Martin G. Brumbaugh, 
the 
talented 
young 
Professor 
of 


Pedagogy in the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. The materials which made this 
publication possible were collected by 
Abraham II. Oassel, of Ilarrisburg, Pa., 
who began the task three-score years 
ago. Life-long devotion dulled hie ear 
and dimmed his eye so that he could not 
undertake to work up the materials for 
a history of tbe denomination. 
Tbe 


old manuscripts were translated and tbe 
facts tabulated and the results set forth 
in tbe volume before us in a wa> that 
raust command tbe admiration of al1 


lovers of historic truth. Tbe style IB 
popular and there is enough of biography 
to make the book interesting to tbe 
average reader. Its accuracy in details 
will commend it to the attention of 
scholars and specialists. Stress is laid 
upon the essentials of life and doctrine 
which this body of Christ's followers 
strive to perpetuate, whilst less account 
is made of the minor things which will 
probably pass away in tbe new condi- 
tions of tbe twentieth century. 


At 
first one is impressed 
by the 


peculiarities which 
distinguish other 


Christian people from those of our own 
religious denomination. Closer observa- 
tion always convinces us tuat tbe points 
of agreement between them and our- 
selves far outnumber tbe points of dif- 
ference, thereby bringing them nearer 
to us and greatly enhancing their worth 
in our eyes. Tbe form ol hat, beard and 
garb to which many of the German 
Baptist Bretbien still cling, the rejection 
of infant baptism, the love feast in con- 
nection witb the celebiatioii of tbe Holy 
Communion, the practice ot wasbmg 
one another's feet as a Christian ordin- 
ance (as a reason tor Ibis practice they 
refer to John xiu. 1—17), the exiention 
ot the hand of fellowship wbile surround- 
ing the Communion table and tbe saluia- 
tiou of one another with a holy kiss (2 
Cor. xiii. 12,1 Pet. v. 11), their refusal 
to bear arms in time of war or even lo 
learn the art of war—these are peculiari- 
ties which, on the surface, make them 
appear very different from most other 
Cbristian denominations. Tbeir f ailb in 
tbe one true and living God, in His riuu 
Jesus Christ and in the Holy Gbost, 
their acceptance of the Scriptures as tbe 
only infallible rule of faith auii practice, 
their preacting of faith, repentance and 
baptism and of other essentials oi the 
Christian religion,show them to us as in 
substantial accord with the gieat tody 
of those who belong to the Protestant 
Cburcteii. Their word is as good as a 
bond, although they decline to take Uie 
oath belore a civil magistrate. Their 
modesty, plainness of speech and dis- 
tinguished hospitality are 
worthy of 


great commendation. Tbey live together 
in communities, adjusting 
their mis- 


understandings among tbemselves with- 
out recourse to law. Their aged and 
poor members are not sent to alms- 
houses. Tbey lay stress upon temper- 
ance and refused fiom tbe beginning to 
allow their members to engage m the 
liquor traUic, to drink intoxicants or to 
use tobacco. Tbey pay all tbeir obliga- 
tions piouiptly and no not live beyond 
their income. 


"In baptism they practice immersion 


exclusively. Tbey baptize in tbe uauie 
of the Father and of the Son aud of the 
Holy Ghost, not by one action, but by 
three, thus constituting a triple immer- 
sion. During tbe observance ut tbe rite 
the candidate kneels, and is dipped face 
forward, the imposition of hands and 
prayer occurring while the candidate 
kneels 
in the water." 
This 
foim 


symbolizes their faith in the Trinity and 
is an obstacle to union witb those who 
practice single immersion. 


Tbe German Baptist Brethren do not 


pretend to trace their line of succession 
to the apostles, but they claim to bold 
to tbe succession of the faith, practices 
and rules of the Apostolic Church and 
seek to exemplify primitive Christianity 
as tbey find it set forth in tbe New 
Testament. 
They became a distinct 


oiganization in 1708, near Schwartzenau 
in 
Germany. 
Eight 
persons, live 


brethren and three sisters, united to- 
gether to form a Church of Christian be- 
lievers and cast lots to learn which ot 
the four brethren should baptize their 
leader who is spoken of as tbe "brother 
who so anxiously desired to be baptized 
by the Church of 
Christ." "They 


mutually pledged their word that uo one 
should ever divulge who among them 
bad baptized flrst (according to the lot) 
in order to cut off all occasion of calling 
them after any man, because they had 
found tbat such foolishness had already 
been reproved by Paul in his writing to 
the Corinthians. Being thus prepared 
the eight went out together one morning 
:n solitude, to a stream called the Eder, 
and the brother upon whom the lot had 
fallen baptized first that brother who 
desired to be baptized by the Church of 
Christ, and when be was baptized, he 
baptized him by whom he bad been 
baptised, and the remaining three breth- 
ren and three sisters. Thus these eight 
were all baptized at an early hour of the 
morning. And after all bad come up 
out of the water and had changed their 
garments, tbey were also at the same 
time made to rejoice with great inward 
joyfulneas, and 
by grace they were 


deeply impressed with these significant 
words, "Be ye faithful and multiply." 
This occurred in tbe year above men- 
tioned, 1708. But of the month o£ the 
year or of the day of tbe month or week, 
they left no recoid." 
• 


Their number multiplied ; persecution 


drove them to Ameiica. 
Their first 


church was established at Germantown, 
from which the denomination has spread 
over tbe Middle, most of the Southreu 
and all of the Western States, their 
number exceeding a hundred thousand. 


The biography of Alexander Mack, of 


Christopher Sower and other leaders is 
as interesting as a ramance or a tragedy. 
The lives of these men are written in the 
(rrapbic style which characterizes Dr. 
Brumbaugh's public lectures. It is bard 
to lay the book aside after one has begun 
to read therein. Moreover, the value of 
the volume is enhanced by fee-simile re- 
productions of manuscripts and signa- 
tures. It adds to the laurels which the 
author has already won in other fields of 
historic research. It will, be welcomed 
by all who are fond of studying the past 
and by all who seek to know their 
brethren 
in Christ, irrespective 
of 


denominational differences and peculiari- 
ties. Give it a place in every school

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HOUSEHOLD INSECTS. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS WHICH MAY BE OF 


USB TO THE LADIES OT THE 


UOUSKHOLD m PIUEVKNT- 


1NG DAMAGE BY MOTHS 


AND OTHER INSECTS. 


Every housekeeper hag much to con- 


tend with in the way of maert peata. Ac 
one time it may be clothing which a 
being eaten ; at another, some insect may 
be at work in the pantries ; or it may be 
that roaches are so abundant aa to be a 
source of much discomfort, while other 
insects occasionally make their appear- 
rauce and cause much inconvenience and 
even loss. 


A few of the most common household 


pests are, therefore, considered here, to- 
gether wiih the best methods by which 
they can be held m check or destroyed. 


"CLOTHES MOTH" IN OKNEHAI,. 


Aa generally used, this term is mis- 


leading, tor iu reality, not only are three 
moths or "millers" concerned, but a 
bet- 


tie—the "Buffalo Bug"— ia included, 
and iu fact is the worst of the four, while 
a second beetle is often present to aid ia 
the work. 


Tuu Buffalo beetle, Buffalo bug, 
Buf- 


falo uaotb or carpet beetle, as it ia called 
u various portions of the country, is a 
native ot Europe, from which country it 
readied the United States about the 
year 1S74. 
W hy it should have received 


the name "Buffalo" is unknown, unless 
because of some fancied resemblance of 
the hairy, shaggy larva to a Buffalo. 


The damage caused by tbe carpet bet- 


tie is considerable. It works in conceal- 
ed places, in portions of carpets rarely 
walked over, and from, the under sur- 
face. -Itsornetimeseats irregular holes, 
but more often follows along cracks iu 
the iloor, or along the edges close to the 
walls. In clothing it seems to prefer 
folds and concealed portions to work in. 
It is also a pest iu collections of insects, 
birds, etc., feeding on them and causing 
much destruction, particularly in Europe 
where it is more injurious iu this way 
than in any other. It attacks silk and 
has recently been found in abundance 
feeding on the cocoons of silkworms. 


TREATMENT.—This is an insect which 


is difficult to control, and only tbe most 
vigorous measures, long continued, will 
prove successful. In tbe case of carpets, 
tbey should be taken up and beaten, 
and while out of doors should be 
sprayed with benzine, after which they 
should be allowed to air for two or three 
hours. During this time the rooms iu 
which they go should be thoroughly 
swept and the floors' washed with hot 
water. Treatment of the cracks and cor- 
ners should be particularly thorough. 
Where tbe cracks are wide, they should 
be filled with plaster of Paris, and if a 
little kerosene be placed in the smaller 
ones, it will destroy any of the beettles 
which may be concealed in them. Tar- 
red paper, like tbat used for building 
purposes, placed under the carpets, U 
desirable, tbe insects seeming to dislike 
this. If this tieatmeut be followed out 
twice each year, little trouble should be 
felt, in the carpets, though if only one 
such cleaning can be given, this would 
be most effective in midsummer. 
If, 


however, it is discovered tbat the carpet 
is infested at a time when tbis treatment 
cannot be carried out, a damp cloth can 
be laid over the places where the injury 
s taking place and a hot flat-iron passed 
over it. The steam thus formed, pasa- 
ng down through the carpet, will kill 
che insects tbere. In the case of woolen 
clothing where kept in closets, taking it 
out and brushing it, carefully followed 
by an airing out of doors for an hour or 
wo, will generally be suiliuient. A lit- 
tle piece of woolen ciotb placed loosely 
on tbe closet rioor will serve as a trap 
nd attract many insects which would 
otherwise attack the clothing hanging 
bove. The cloth should be carefuliy 
aken out of doors every week and then 
)aked in a hot oven for a few minutes 
;o destroy the insects which may be fn 
t. 
Before putting away woolen clothing 
.nd furs for tbe summer, they should be 
irusbed and aired as described above, 
'bey should be then placed in boxes so 
igbt that the beetles cannot enter, to- 
ether with some camphor, though this 
s of little use against tbe carpet beetle 
ut it is objectionable to the clothes 
moths. Cold storage during the sum- 
mer months is effective if no insects are 
n the goods at the time they are stored, 
f any are in the goods, however, they 
ill resume tbeir work as soon as re- 


moved from the storage house. 


These methods of themselves indi- 


cate what a difficult insect this is to 
ontrol.

The glory that was Greece and the gran- 


deur that was Rome were perpetuated by 
the ancients in monuments of time-defy- 
ing stone, marble and bronze.

Neither phalanx of Miltiades nor legion

the Peace Jubilee, has formulated plans 
for a glorious memorial to the armies of 
the Civil War. These plans have already 
been submitted to several of Philadelphia's 
wealthiest citizens, and they evince a great 
inteiest in the project, and will no doubt 
aid the committee, which will be appoint- 
ed, in a most substantial way. 


The proposed memorial will consist of 


a main tower 350 feet high, on the top 
of which wil) be placed a gigantic statue 
of victory ; on cither side of the tower 
will be two circular buildings joined to 
it by graceful and beautiful peristyles. 
Both buildings will be of the same size. 
The one on the left is intended for use as 
an auditorium, in which, as each anniver- 
sary of the battle rolls around, the survi- 
vors of the great conflict can hold their 
reunions. 


That coming generations may have an 


opportunity to judge of the scenes that 
were unfolded on that famous field in the 
battles of July 1, 2, 3, 1803, the famous 
painting by Paul Philipoteaux of the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg will be placed in the 
building on the left. Thus the memorial 
will serve two purposes ; it will be an en- 
during reminder of thegallant spirit which 
animated the armies of America, and it 
will show the field as it looked on those ! 
dark days of strife. 


It ia proposed to erect the memorial on 


the level meadow over which Pickett aud 
his men, with a valor that was sublime, 
charged against the desperate lire and gal- 
lant defense of the Union and Confed- 
erate lines. The majestic, yet graceful pile, 
will typify a reunited country which 
knows no north, south, east, or west. 


From the balcony under the dome of 


the tower, a splendid view of the entire 
battlefield would be shown. 
Big and Lit- 


tle Round Top, Devil's Den, the Peach Or- 
chard and Wheat Field, Culp's Hill, Sem- 
inary Ridge,on which lay the Confederates 
Cemetery Ridge, on which the Union lim 
was formed, the cemetery in which lit 
buried the host of gallant men who gave 
their Ihes for Old Glory, and in which 
President Lincoln pronounced his farnoub 
speech, the scene of the first day's figbi 
and even the ground on which occurred 
the cavalry fight, would unfold before the 
eyes in a panorama which would stir the 
heart of every American. 


The proposed memorial would conform 


to the three great canons of architecture- 
utility, stability and beauty. As the Pan- 
thenon at Athena and the Panthenon at 
Rome recalled do ihe ancients the glories 
ol their history, so this memorial would 
stand an enduring monument to the spirit 
aud bravery of the American soldier. 


It is proposed that white terra-cotta be 


used in the construction. This material 
lenda itself readily to the demands of plas- 


jecl would be on the high road to success. 


"The men who compo«ecl the two great - 


est arm.es the world has ever seen are 
passing away daily, and what could be 
better at this time, when the North and 
South are joined inseparably in bonds of 
union, concord an-i peace, than to erect a 
memorial which would be a lasting t ribute 
to their valor?"

The plans contemplate the 


dedication of the memorial on July 4 fol- 
lowing its completion. 


ID speaking of the matter Mr. Huston 


said : 


"The project for auch a memorial first 


took shape last year when, in company 
with several men high in the councils of 
the G. A. R., I visited the famous battle- 
field. I have just returned from an eight 
months' trip abroad, during which time I 
visited the fields of Waterloo and the 
scenes of Salamis, Marathon and Thermo- 
pyiea. There the scenes of conflict are 
visited daily by tourists from all over the 
world. None of these fields of strife equals 
in my mind, in interest, the ridgea and 
meadows of Gettysburg. 


"Gettysburg typifies the martial valor 


of the American race better than any of 
the other fields of the Civil War, to my 
mind. On this field there should be erect- 
ed a monument which will aerve to per- 
petuate the memory of the men who fought 
on that historic ground. 


"It would not be a difficult matter to 


raiae sufficient money to complete the pro- 
posed memorial. 
Pennsylvania alone 


could build it with eaae, but it is not in- 
tended to confine it to any one section. It 
would be national in its scope and would 
appeal to the hearts of all. Half a dozen 
wealthy men could provide the funds Jor 
the erection ol the buildings, and the 
memorial would lie one to which the en- 
tire country could look with pride. 


"At this time,, when the eyes of the 


country are turned toward the coming en- 
campment of veterans in this citv, interest 
in the memorial could be speedily aroused, 
and it would not be long before the pro-

Cattle Will Be Higli. 


The prospects are that cattle for winter 


feeding wiil be scarce and very high 
price this fall, and it is likely that the 
usual number will not be fed. It is ex- 
pected that four and a half to five will be 
the prices aaked, which will likely mean 
very little profit in the business. 


"The real cause of this condition," said 


a large Eastern retail dealer a few days 
ago, "it is difficult to get at. 1 have no 
doubt that Western combinations have 
some influence, but there are other rea- 
sons. What we call half-fed cattle, weigh- 
ing about 700 pounds, were nearly all 
bought up during the recent war, and at 
that time grain was bringing such a good 
price that farmers were selling' their prod- 
ucts instead of feeding them to live stock. 
The supply of stall-led cattle wae no doubt 
depleted, and sufficient time has not 
elapsed to replenish the market. This 
condition has also affected the price ol 
range cattle, which always sell for Jesa than 
stall-fed atock. The severe weather of last 
winter destroyed many ol the range cattle, 
which has had a tendency to keep up their 
price." 


A representative of one of the leading 


Western wholesale houses stated that the 
great shortage of beef cattle was almost 
entirely due to the severe winter weather. 
He denied the report that a combination 
existed between the laige abattoir owners 
of Chicago, Omaha and Kansas City, but 
subsequently stated that Western men con- 
trol the range cattle, and Eastern men 
could not compete with them if they at- 
tempted to do their own slaughtering. 


With the exception of a few minor de- 


tails the arrangements for the encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
which begins in Philadelphia next Mon- 
day, are complete. The general commit- 
tee has issued an order of the naval parade 
on September 8, which is to be one of the 
big features of the <eunion.

FARM NOTES. 


FERTIL.1ZEKS USED TVITH MANURES 


DESTRUCTION OF WEEDS—FLOWING 
THE ORCHARD, ETC. 


Farmers who use fertilizeis in connec- 


tion with stable manure not only derive 
beneflt from the plant food brought on 
the farm in the fertilizers, but by the 
use of fertilizer? she manure is made 
more valuable than before, because there 
is a "balancing" of the materials. It 
may be safely claimed that no two cords 
of manure are alike in composition, as 
the materials entering into the manure 
heaps are simply portions of the foods 
given the animals. All grains are de- 
ficient in some of the mineral elements 
and abound largely in starch, while 
clover hay, brewer's grains, bran and 
linseed meal enrich the manure heap 
with .nitrogen and mineral matter, and 
serve to promote thrift and production 
on the pirt of the animals. Where 
farmers soli milk and meat off the farm 
there is a teavy loss of the mineral 
elements and frequently the manure is 
deficient because the food itself is not 
balanced. When the farmer utilizes his 
manure he does what is proper, which is 
a truth too wflll known to be ignored, 
but he wil! get better results and cLeap- 
en the cost of production by the liberal 
use of fertilizers also. There is no an- 
tagonism between manure and fertilizers 
—they should be used together. 


Sulphuric acid, when used for the pur- 


pose of disintegratiug manure, performs 
the excellent service of destroying the 
seeds of weeds. The fact that acid acts 
upon manure is sufficient to show that 
all substances in the head are subject to 
its influence. As one of the claims in 
favor of artificial fertilizers is that they 
are free fiom seeds of all kinds, such 
facts presents itselt to farmers as a very 
important one, hence the use of sulphu 
ric acid in reducing manuria! substances 
on the farm renders the manure free 
trom the objections urged against the 
plant food in the heap and puts the 
home-made fertilizer on a par with the 
prepared commercial articles. 


There may be disadvantages In fal 


plowing, as it is believed by some that 
the plowing of the land in the fall per- 
mits of the lossol' soluble plant food in 
•winter by leaching, but when the land 
is plowed late in t,be year and then cross- 
plowed early in the spring there is 
brought to the surfaces the larviu of 
sects, which perish on exposure to col 1 
at the surface. To prevent leaching of 
the soil after plowing, the work sbo 
be done early in the fall and the land 
.seeded to rye. 


In some States oats are sown in the 


fall and are cut early in the next season 
before the dry period appears. In this 
section oats are sown in spring, but per- 
haps it will be found that certain varie- 
ties may be used here for fall sowing as 
well as elsewhere. 


The hay crop of this country is more 


important to farmers than wheat, as bay 
may be bated and sent to market or be 
used on the farm ; but one reason why 
bay should not be sold is because it con- 
tains more of the mineral elements than 
does grain. More profit is made from 
hay tfjan any other staple crop, as it is 
the main reliance for winter feeding 
and the manure from hay contains plant 
food that is more eveuiy balanced than 
from any other source. To deuve the 
most benefit from hay, however, is to 
feed it in connection with less valuable 
bulky food, using bran or linseed mea^ 
to make the ration better and more ac 
ceptable.and especially should this course 
be pursued when there has been a short 
hay crop. 


An acre is about 208 feet square, but 


after making allowances for roads anc 
ditches some farmers estimate by using 
the figures 200. By so doing it requires 
but few seconds to nod out the distance 
for trees. Peach trees, placed 20 feet 
apart each way will give Qve rows witl 
five trees in each row, or 25 trees per 
acre. Seventy rows, each row three 
feet apart and 200 feet long will lay off 
an acre. Although not strictly correct 
tha use of 200 feet square will answer al 
purposes where a rough estimates is to 
be made. 


This is the best time to procure pure 


bred rams. Get rid of all the inferior 
sheep and grade up the Hock. Tbe dif 
ference in weight of lambs next spring 
will more than pay the cost of the im- 
provement. 


The habit of seeding clown the orchard 


to some kind of. sod grass is one that is 
not conductive to the thrift of the trees 
Clover is suitable, as it does not remain 
on the land after the second year, and 
when plowed under is beneficial. No 
orchard land should be forced to produce 
a crop of grain if an abundant yield o: 
fruit is expected. 


The beat time to plow an orchard is 


in the fall, aa a heavy application o 
staple manure can be applied on the lane 
and left as mulch to remain during th 
winter. Tbe frosts will disintegrate the 
manure and the soluble matter will be 
carried down to the roots by the timi 
spring opens. If preferred the manure 
may be harrowed in and rye sowed 
which may be turned under in the spring 
and the land then limed as a partial pro 
tection against disease and insects, anc 
also to neutralize the effects of an exces 
of acid generated by the decomposition 
of th« green material. 


It is probable that prices of beet wil 


be higher the coming winter, and if so 
there should be profit in cattle. It may 
be that refrigerator beef will be an ob- 
stacle in the way, but the usurpation o 
the market by such beef has been due to 
the inferior cattle and the difficulty o 
getting a constant supply of choice bee 
in the East compared with that sen 
ready dressed from the West. When 
eastern farmers become 
prepared t 


supply cattle of the best quality thej 
will possess local advantages that wi! 


T6 them control of the home markets, 
ut they must first improve their breeds. 


About four times as much material 
m be secured by cutting hay in the 


meadows as by pasturing stock on the 
and, yet experiments demonstrate that 
more profit is derived by pasturing the 
meadow plot than by using it from 
which to secure a crop of hay owing to 
he great saving In labor in the care re- 
uired when cattle are given the use of 
he pasture, while the greater digesti- 
bility and dietary effects oi the green 
ood secured on the pasture are such as 
to promote thrift of the animals and in- 
rease the flow of milk as well as add to 
he weight of the young stock. 


Tbe farmer who simply "winters" bis 
lock until spring loses valuable time, 
unless his object is to gain in weight 
of products. Many farmers are satisfied 
;o have the stock to come out in the 
prlng in as good condition as the ani- 
mals were in the fall, but something 
more should be expected than the stock 
,00 "keep" over winter. Every animal 
hat does not make a gain causes a loss, 
as labor is required, and the most profit- 
able plan is to feed liberally and endeav- 
or to gain as much as possible.

result of the work of one or both of the 
other two. 


The moths of all three kinds are small 


yellowish "millers" which fly about 
houses at night, not usually attracted to 
light, but keeping away from it. 
In 


consequence those which gather around 
the light at night may in general be re- 
garded'as harmless so far as household 
goods are concerned. The moth itself 
does not feed, its moutbparts being 
ludimentary. 


TREATMENT .— Treatment 
for 
the 


clothes moths is much the same as for 
the carpet beetle, and any methods 
which will exterminate this will destroy 
tbe clothes motbs at tbe same time. 
Certain substances, however, are object- 
ionable to tbe clothes motbs which ap- 
pear to have little or no effect ou the 
beetles. Such are camphor, naphthaline 
balls (moth balls), tobacco and cedar. 
Where clothing, fnrs, etc., put away 
with either of these repellants are not al 
ready infested, the moths are not likely 
to lay their eggs on them, but if eggs or 
young are already present, the repellants 
will not prevent the young caterpillars 
from feeding and doing damage. Pack- 
ing away in cedar chests is a good treat- 
ment so long as the odor of the cedar re- 
mains strong, but as it weakens, the pro- 
tection it gives becomes less. 
Boxes 


lined with tarred paper are repellants to 
tbe moths. 


"Woolen goods and furs, before being 


put away for tbe summer, should be 
well brushed, aired and beaten, then 
wrapped in a linen cloth together with 
several moth balls, and the cloth pinned 
tightly over the bundle, leaving no di- 
rect opening to the goods by whicb the 
moths can enter. Several such bundles 
placed in a trunk or tight box should be 
sufficiently well protected from moth 
attack, 


"With material which cannot be thus 


treated, such as carriage coverings, fur- 
niture covered with woolen cloth, etc., 
it is advisable to spray them every six 
weeks or two months from April to Sep- 
tember with benzine through an atom- 
izer. In doing this, danger of the ben- 
zine catching Qre should be remembered 
and time and place chosen accordingly. 


UOCKKOAOJIES. 


These obnoxious insects are unfortun- 


ately far to abundant in this State. 
There are three kinds, one of which is 
found under sticks and stones and is na- 
tive in this country, and as it is not 
known to enter houses, needs no further 
consideration here. 
The other two are 


the Oriental cockroach or black beetle 
(Periplaneta orientalis Linn.), aud the 
German roach or croton bug (Ectobia 
germanica Fab.). Of these the former 
is much larger, dark reddish brown in 
color and glossy, while the latter is much 
smaller and straw yellow. 
They are 


seldom or never found together, but 
have much the same habits, and are 
both European forma which have been 
introduced into this country. 


TREATMENT.-©! the two species un- 


der consideration, tbe croton bug is the 
more alert and wary and is much harder 
to destroy than the Oriental roach. They 
are quick to discover tbe presence of poi- 
son in food prepared for their benefit and 
to avoid it. 


Cleanliness, and destruction by means 


of traps, by fumigation and by poisons 
are the methods available in the treat- 
ment of these insects. 


Traps are sometimes quite successful 


in capturing roaches, the usual trap 
being a box so arranged that the insects 
enter,-attracted by a bait placed within, 
nnd cannot escape. 
Occasionally the 


trap is placed in hot water to kill the in- 
sects. 
Another trap is made by partial- 


ly tilling a deep jar with stale beer anil 
inclining against the outside sticks, the 
ends ot which are bent downward to 
project into the jar a short distance. 
The roaches climb up the slicks and drop 
off their bent ends into the beer and are 
drowned. 


Fumigation is only possible when tbe 


roaches are in rooms capable of being 
tightly closed as to be almost air-tight. 
Here, fumigation with carbon disulpbide 
For twenty-four hours is usually quite 
effective, but theexplosive nature ot th« 
gas must be remembered, and this me- 
thod be not tried where heat of any kind 
is present. Burning insect powder in 
tue place is a safer method, bnt it is dil- 
iicult to get the fumes sufficiently dense, 
and the insect powder must bo fresh and 
uot atiulteralfd if this treatment is to 
prove successful. 


Poisons are usually avoided by roaches, 


but a phosphorus paste, sometimes also 
sold in forms of pills, is frequnntly a suc- 
cess. The paste, spread on a piece of 
paper, is placed near where the roaches 
are abundant, at night, and the result is 
usually evident the next morning. Pow- 
dered sugar and borax, mixed, is also 
someCmes successful, but is likely to be 
more effective against the Oriental roach 
than the more wary Croton bug. 


One parasite of the roach is known in 


this country, but as it unfortunately has 
itself a parasite, it is less effective than 
would otherwise be the case. 


ANTS. 


Though the ants which infest houses 


generally do little actual damage, then- 
presence is extremely annoying to any 
one. Two different kinds are usually 
concerned—the little red ant and the lit- 
tle black ant (Monomorium pharaonis 
Linu. 
and 
Monomorium 
minutum 


Mayr.)—though occasionally a larger 
species is present. 


The first efforts should be toward the 


discovery and destruction of the nest 
with all its inhabitants. 


TREATMENT.—The method of beat- 


ing tbe nest is that of watching the work- 
ers and tracing them back as they return 
from their foraging expeditions. This 
is often difficult, as tbe path may be 
through galleries in the floors or tim- 
bers in the house, but with patience the 
nest usually can be found. 
It ia often 


located in walls, under floorings, in sills, 
or in similar places. Once found, if car- 
bon disulpbide or kerosene be injected 
into the nest through one or more ot the 
openings by which the ants enter, de- 
struction of the colony will follow if 
sufficient of either of these substances 
be used. 


In the case of the little black ant and 


of the other larger kinds which some- 
times occur, the nes< is likely to be out 
of doors under some stone, or perhaps 
showing as a small ant hill. 
Here, too, 


treatment of the nest either by earbon 
disulpbide or kerosene is effectual, the 
best method of using the carbon disul- 
phide being to make one or more boles 
in tbe middle of tbe nest witb a small 
slick and pour in each an ounce of the 
disnlphide, and close up the holes at the 
top. Drenching tbe nests with boiling 
water is also usually successful. 


If it should prove impossible to locate 


the nest, the only treatments which can 
be used are temporary. 
It is claimed 


that a heavy chalk line around any dish 
to project will keep the ants away, but 
this is at best doubtful. Pieces of sponge 
soaked in sweetened water and placed 
on shelves troubled by ants will attract 
them in large numbers, and throwing 
the sponge into hot water several times 
a flay when covered by ants will destroy 
many. A syrup made by dissolving 
equal parts of borax and sugarin boiling 
water has also been recommended as 
being very effectual in destroying anta; 
aud other methods of treatment have 
appeared from time to time. 
Certain 


it is, however, that with queens left 
undisturbed in tbe nests to produce 
multitudes of new workers to take the 
places of those destroyed, no permanent 
relief can be obtained in this way, and 
destruction of the queens in tbe nest is 
the only sure remedy.—Pa. Dept. of 
Agriculture Bulletin.
